and prayed without ceasing. 
It was 
thought at that time th a t he was de­ 
mented and was not responsible for what 
he was doing. 
Since th at time Westlund had been 
more or less irresponsible and never did j 
much. He was up to Walker for a while 
this spring and was taken sick and was 
in a hospital. 
He was supering from 
kidney trouble and being a heavy drink­ 
er soon became a physical wreck, 
It is understood th at he lay in the 
saloon all day yesterday a sick man, and 
until this morning when he died. rI Imre 
were in the salooon at the time Ej. L, j 
En gat rom, the proprietor, and his b a r­ 
tender and they called a doctor, but it, 
was too late, the man had died before j 
medical aid could reaeh'him. 
Dr. I). M. McDonald was called this 
morning and after viewing the body or­ 
dered it removed to the morgue of D. M. 
( lark & Co , where it is being prepared 
for burial. 
No inquest was deemed nec­ 
essary as it was evident the man died 
from alcoholism aided by his weak 
physical condition on account of his 
kidney trouble.

trade and worked in this city for years.

City Council Will Enlarge Sewer 


in Block 1.1 and Will Macad­ 


amize Alley 


MEETING OF TUE CITY COUNCIL 


Recommendations Made in Refer­ 


ence to Fire Team and Matter 


Was Referred Back. 


There was a meeting of the city coun­ 
cil last evening anti while not a par­ 
ticularly busy session there was enough 
of importance tjiat came up for disposi­ 
tion to make tho meeting an interesting 
one. President C. D. Johnson was in 
the chair and all the aldermen were 
present. 
One of the most important matters to 
come before the body was the question 
of enlarging the lateral sewer in the 
alleys in block 43. This is to the rear 
of the First National bank block*, the 
Walverman block, cts., etc. 
It seems 
that during some of the heavy rains un­ 
der the present condition of the build­ 
ings in the block the sewer has been 
found entirely inadequate to carry ofT 
the surplus water. 
During the recent 
rain it was demonstrated to a certainty 
that something would have to be done 
as there was hardly a basement along 
this alley which was not filled with wa­ 
ter and it is a serious matter. 
In this 
connection also another improvement 
was proposed which would greatly help 
matters in connection with this impor­ 
tant center. It was that of grading, 
filling and macadamizing tho alleys in 
this block after the improvement had 
been made in the way of enlarging the 
sewer. 
A resolution was finally adopted pro­ 
viding that the city cause to have laid a 
sewer in these alleys of the proper size 
to take care of the water from the rains, 
etc. Another resolution was also ad­ 
opted 
providing th at 
the alleys be 
macadamized by the street commis­ 
sioner under the supervision of the city 
engineer, the cost of the same to be as­ 
sessed against the abutting property. 
A motion was also made that the city 
clerk be instructed to advertise for bids 
for the work of laying the lateral sewer 
the same to be in by July IT. 
A resolution was adopoted providing 
that a cement walk of the proper width 
be constructed along the east side of the 
south eighty feet of lot 7 and in front of 
lots 7 to 18 in block 40. 
Unless same is 
constructed by the owners within two 
weeks the city will do the work and 
charge the same against the abutting 
property. This is the walk from James 
Cullen’s residence on Sixth to the cor­ 
ner of Main and Sixth and thence west 
on the north side of Main to Fifth 
street. 
No action was taken on Contractor C. 
B. Rowley’scommunication that the bill 
against him for eleetrict light wiring, 
amounting to $90, be reconsidered. 
The financial report of City Clerk 
F. E. Low showed receipts amounting 
to $7,592.80 and disburements amount­ 
ing to $6,119.52 during the month of 
May. The report was op motion accept­ 
ed and filed. 
A report was made on electric light 
delinquents last night and the city clerk 


those who do not pay by June 25 shut 
off. 
The purchasing committee has been 
getting figures on old scrap iron and re­ 
ported last night that the old wheel at 
the eleetrict light plant and other old 
scrap was worth approximately $3 )0. 
The superintendent of eleetrict lights 
was directed to correspond with parties 
who wished to purchase this material 
and find out if they are willing to pay 
the 8350 or not. 
The tire committee last night report­ 
ed on tho matter of purchasing another 
horse to be substituted for one of those 
now in use on the fire team. 
It was 
thought advisable by this committee to 
keep the third horse in emergency cases. 
The matter was referred to the purchas­ 
ing committee in conjunction with the 
fire com mi tte to report at the m*xt 
meeting. 
The bill for hydrant rental, amount 
ing to the small sum of 83,050, was al­ 
lowed. 
The petition for a lateral sewer in 
Block 38 was referred back to the sign­ 
ers to get all the property holders’ sig­ 
natures affixed. 
Street Commissioner Weitzel stated 
that he had made an investigation of 
the Thirteenth street culvert matter 
and had some recommendations to make. 
The matter was left in the hands of the 
street committee with power to act. 
Arthur Tougas had a written proposi­ 
tion in offering to repair and put in a 
passable condition the Seventh street 
bridge for $300. 
The proposition was 
accepted. 
City Treasurer Wright was at the 
meeting and called attention to an im­ 
portant matter which had hitherto not 
been considered by the council. 
No 
provision had been made for the first 
year's interest on the sewer bonds in the 
Second ward. 
This includes all the 
sewers that have been put in during the 
past year. This interest, amounting to 
$1,054.92 will fall due between July 1st 
and January 1st. The opinion of City 
Attorney Mantor was that this amount 
could be appropriated from the general 
fund and taken as a loan until some 
other provision could be made. A mo­ 
tion prevailed that this amount be ap 
propriated from the general fund.

POW CRS W I L L D IS C U S S T H E C O M ­ 


P L I C A T E D C O N D I T I O N OF AF-

Paris, June 
20.— An International 
conference tor the consideration of the 
affairs of Morocco is now practically 
assart'd as the result of the conversa­ 
tion between 
Premier Bouvier 
and 
Prince Badolin, the Gorman am bassa­ 
dor. and attention is now directed to 
defining the scope of the conference. 
Details are being rapidly arranged and 
the officials expect, to be able to an ­ 
nounce the plans for the conference 
in the course of four or five days. 
This result, after the severe strain 
which 
tested 
th# 
diplomatic 
re­ 
sources of both governments, has the 
effect of relie ving the tension, the offi­ 
cials 
of the foreign office 
and the 
diplomats 
of the 
German 
embassy 
agreeing that an amicable adjustment 
is near at hand. 
Although the acceptance of the con­ 
ference gives a certain 
measure of 
success to German diplomacy, yet M. 
Bouvier emerges from the controversy 
with the advantage of having brought 
Germans to exactly define the scope 
of the conference and so to rid it of 
the objection of being 
a menace to 
French interests. 
Although the basis 
of the confer­ 
ence has not yet been settled it is un­ 
derstood that 
the two governments 
substantially agree 
on some 
of the 
main features involved. 


Suspicions of Germany. 
Germany has suspected that France 
had designs 
on the 
sovereignty of 
Morocco, 
but the negotiations 
dis­ 
closed that France had not questioned 
this 
sovereignty. 
Similarly it 
was 
disclosed that France had not designed 
to interrupt the present territorial or 
political status quo of Morocco. 
This 
appears to have been one of Germany’s 
chief apprehensions, as any change in 
Morocco’s status quo might involve 
an ultimate French 
protectorate sim­ 
ilar to that over Tunis. 
With both governments favorable to 
the sovereignty of Morocco arid to her 
territorial and political status quo, it 
remains for the conference to adjust 
the equality of commercial rights, as 
Germany desires this assurance from 
an international conference instead of 
through the operations of the Anglo- 
French 
agreement. 
Therefore, 
the 
conference is not likely to consider 
changes in the ixilitical status of Mo­ 
rocco, but rather international reforms 
and economical privileges. 
A dispatch to the Tem ps from Metz 
si..,s that the Sixteenth German army 
corps is showing less activity than the 
Twentieth 
and Sixth French 
army 
corps, as the Sixteenth German corps 
has been continually on a war footing 
and is prepared for immediate mobili­ 
zation. 
The dispatch says that the in 
spection of troops has been active on 
both 
sides. 
However, this 
activity 
has been less marked recently, as all 
eyes have bern turned toward Paris 
In the expectation of a favorable re­ 
sult of the di'doTuatic negotiations.
